Washington, D. C., Aug. 25.—[(Special.J— 
Gol. Theodore Roosevelt will not be examined 
by the senate subcommittee investigating the 
Penrose scandal until the last of Septem- 
ber.

Senators Poindexter, Borah and La Fol- 
lette, who are pressing for the adoption of 
the broadened Penrose resolution, have de- 
iWvered an ultimatum to Penrose, Crane and 
others who are opposing the passage of the 
measure.” They have announced there will 
he no adjournment by congress until the 
resolution has been either passed or rejected. 


Fight on Deficiency Bill. 

This insistence on the part of the Pro- 
gressives for a showdown by the senate is 
not the only matter which threatens to de- 
lay indefinitely the final adjournment of the 
second session of the Sixty-second congress. 

The general deficiency appropriation bill, 
gubject of a fight between the house and 
genate which extended from Saturday aft- 
ernoon to the early houre of this morning 
without decision, is practically beyond hope 
of settlement. 

The two houses are deadlocked over the 
item providing for the payment of $600,000 

. of claims demanded by Virginia,.Maryland, 
Vregon, and Texas, and a month's extra pay 
for employés of congress.

Settlement May Be Effected 


al Further Joint Conference 
with the Mayor. 


CALL LAST OFFER T00 LOW 


Men Will Tell City Executive Maxi- 
mum Pay Should Be Reached 
in Shorter Time. 


“Ly EMPLOYES ALSO TO CONFER 


Settlement of the wage controversy be- 
tween the street car companies and their 
union employés may be reached todmy at an- 
other conference between the two car line 
‘presidents and the subcommittee of the union 
men's joint committee in Mayor Harrison’s 
office. 

Mayor Harrison last night announced that 
following the rejection of the company’s sec- 
ond increased wage offer on Saturday night 
by the car men, arrangements had been made 
for another conference for further negotia- 
tions this morning. 

“The conference will meet at 10:80 
o’clock,’’ the mayor said, ‘if President John 
M. Roach of the north side lines, who is out 
of the city, gete back by that time. If he 
doesn't it will start at a later hour, but there 
will be a conference for a further discussion 
of the wage scale. Other conditions aside 
from wages have been agreed: upon.’’\ 


Mahon Explains Situation, 

President W. D. Mahon of the car men's 
union and head of the union subcommittee, 
said in the evening that he and his associates. 
William Quinlan and Rowland Shelton, would 
be on hand. 

“We will report to the mayor that our 
joint committee considered the offer of the 
company officials and felt it offered too low 
a wage scale,’ he said. “ We will be ready 
to show wherein the union men fee] the offer 
is not acceptable to them. As to further 
conferences with the traction heads, that 
will depend upon the wiehes of the mayor.” 

The firal offer of Presidents L. A. Busby and 
Mr. Roach of the companies gives the men a 
maximum of 81 cents an hour after three 
years. The original demand of the men 
was a maximum wage of 34 cents after the 
second year. The unions belleve they should 
reach the maximum wage in lees than three 
years. They argue that a motorman or con- 
ductor is; as proficient as he ever becomes 
after working two years and that he should 
get the top wage after a couple of years. 


Call Minimum Too Low. 

The minimum wage of 28 cents for the first 
three months offered by the companies also 
is held to be too tow. The men’s éemand 
was 25 cents during the first six months. 
The union men also are not satisfied with 
the advance in pay offered for men outside 
the carcrews. The last offer of the traction 
companies carries an increase of 1 cent an 
hour after the first and second years for car 
repairers and inspectors, with no increase for 
other employés about the barns and tracks. 

The union me feel there should be some 
advance in pay for all, the original demand 
asking a raise of from 5 per cent to 20 per 
cent for this class of men. Present wages 
range from $2.05 to $2.00 a day. 

Presi¢ent Mahon and his fellow subcom- 
mitteemen spent the afternoon and evening 
checking over the schedules and making 
ready for what they belleve will be the last 
word ih the way of a compromise proposition 
on the wage scale. They were said to be will- 
ing to recede to some extent from their origi- 
nal demands/in order to effect a peaceable 
settlement. but are unwilling to even carry 
the last offer of the companies to the union 
members for acceptance or rejection.

If a more advantageous offer comes today 
from the companies it is likely it will be 
accepted by the joint committee and pre- 
sented to the men for a referendum vote. 
President Busby declined to say what the 
south side company would do in the way of 
further compromise offers. He referred in- 
terviewers to the mayor. 

“We agreed to let the mayor do al! the 
talking for our side,’’ he said, *‘ as long as 
he is handling the conference negotiations. 
I* the mayor desires further conferencer we 
will be on hand. That is all Ican say.” 

From other sources it was learned that 
the south side company feels it is treating 
the men liberally in its offers. During the 
weeks of negotiation this company has of- 
fered to change working cond‘tions, especial- 
ly with regard to night service, which it holcs 
It is argued 
that the new wage offer will mean an aver- 
age advance of 1 cent an hour @ man, or about 
$150,000 a year. 

The annual expense for the north and west 
side company under the agreed working con- 
ditions and the increased wage offer will be 
around $300,000 annually, it was estimated 
by one man In close tquch with the condi- 
tions. ‘This would meati virtually a total in- 
crease in operation of $500,000 a year for the 
two companies, or $1.500,000 for the three 
year period of the wage contract.

Falseness of Robber Story 
After Mate Confesses, 


YARN OF MASKED MEN FAKE 


Lying on a cot at the German Deaconess 
hospital, probably fatally wounded, Mrs. 
Blizabeth Guentert, wife of a truck gardener, 
yesterday told how she had invented the 
story of robbers in order to shield her hus- 
band after he had tried to kill her. The 
devotion of the wife held out to the end, and 
it waa only after a full confession by the 
husband that she consented to verify his 
statements. 

The plan of Guentert and his wife to place 
the blame for the shooting on robbers was 
carried out to the most minute detaih When 
the police arrived at the residence on Soath 
California aven‘ie everything had been ar- 
ranged for their coming. Mattreeses had been 
ripped open, carpets torn up, dresser draw- 
ers opened, and the house was ina state of 
disorder. 

The story of two robbers attacking the 
woman and later shooting her down when 
she ran into the yard and screamed for help, 
apparently had been rehearsed by the hus- 
band and wife, for their first stories to the 
police agreed in every detail. 


Story She Told Police. 
Accorcing to Mrs. Guentert'’s first story 
she was working in the garden back of the 
house when she saw two men enter the back 
door. She followed them in. The robbers, 


‘one of whom was masked, said she had 


money hidden about the house and threat- 
‘ened to torture her unless she divulged the 
hiding place. Frightened at this threat, the 
woman said she ran into the yard screaming 
for hielp. The men followed her and shot 
her twice, leaving her for dead. 

Later, according to the police story, Guent- 
ert returned and found his wife seriously 
wounded lying on the grass in the door yard. 
She was taken to the hospital and the police 


notified of the shooting. That night the 


husband returned home and stayed during 
the night. 


Police Find Revolver. 

The story, as retold by Guentert and later 
verified by his wife, differed materially from 
the original. The police were not éntirely 
gatisfied with the first story of the shooting. 
and iLeut. Thomas C. Wolfe of the Bouth 
Englewood station went to the house in per- 
gon. He discovered a 44 caliber revolver 
with two empty cartridges in it, thé remain- 
ing chambers being loaded: Confronted 
with thie damaging evidence, Guentert broke 
Gown and confessed the shooting. He was 
arrested and taken to the station, where he 
signed a written confession 

«T errived home about #.00 p. m. Aug. 38, 
3012,"" Dail] Guentert’s confeesion said, “ and 
met my wife in front of the house. While I 
wae unhitching my horses she began ebusing 
te for not bringing home some meat. and 
was | groceries. Iwas tired an@ had worked hard 


all day; you know how it ts when you take 


maybe one drink too many, and I lost my 


temper and fired two shots at her while she 
was standing in my wagon. I then tried to 
kill myself, but the gun would not go off. 


Says Wife Thought of Story. 
“TI felt sorry as soon as I relaized what 


I had done. I went to the house and got pil- 
lows and blankets and made her comfortable.

“I put her In the wagon and took her down 
to Dr. C. L. Schmidt's at Sixty-ninth street 
and Ashland avenue, and I told him robbers 
had shot her, just like my wife had told Mrs. 
Beckman. At the hospital I told the same 
story and so did my wife. I told them my 
wife had been frightened by robbers some 
time before that and that I thought rob- 
bers were around 

** Afterwards I went home and told Peter 
Drissner, my partner, that I shot my wife. 
Then I went to bed. I hope she gets well. 


You see it was.all her fault, she knows that 
iz the reagon she told about therobbers. She 
knows I am quick tempered and she ought 
not to have rolled me that way.” 

During the recital of the story Guenters 
appeared more worried: about what was to 
become of his garden truck than what was 
to become of himself. He figured with the 
Meutenant the probable price of young cab- 
bage and speculated on the tothato crop, 


Taken to Her Bedside. 

Following his confession he was taken to 
the hospital, where his wife was questioned 
as to the story he had told of the shooting. 
Mrs. Guentert does not speak English, and 
when questioned in German at first refused 
to make any other statement than that she 
had been attacked by robbers. Confronted 
with her husband's confession, she refused 
to talk until he asked her to tell the truth. 

“What business is it of anybody?’ she 
inquired, * My husband shot me, but it was 
my fault. I had no business to quarrel at 
him and make him angry. It wae all my 
faut, he is not to be Diamed. I told the 
story of robbers because it was nobody's 
business but our own. I did not become 
unconscious when I was shot, and when the 
neighbors came we told them it was robbers 
shot me.”’ ' 

Owing to her critical condition Mrs. Guen- 
tert was not told thather husband was under 
arrest.

TURKS MASSACRE 


MANY SERVIANS 


Hundreds Killed in Attack on 
Sienitza Saturday; Sur- 
vivors Flee Country. 


NEWSPAPERS GRY FOR WAR 


BEUGRADE, Servia, Aug. 25»-The mas 
sacres by Turks have extended to the Ser- 
vian frontier. Telegrame received here last 
night from Sienitza, on the southern bound- 
ary line, say Turks attacked the town yes- 
terday and butchered hundreds of the in- 
habitants. 

The whole district was devastated by the 
soldiers, who were assisted by the scum of 
the Mohammedan population. The survivors 
fied in panic, many taking refuge in Servia. 

M. Popovitch, the Servian prefect of Be- 
rane, Was assassinated in fnont of the courts 
of justice. 

The Servian populace fled into Montenegr> 
and Servia. The refugees tell horrible teles 
of Turkish cruelty. 


News Excites Capital. — 

News of the massacre caused great ex- 
citerment in the capital, and the newspapers 
issued special editions containing demands 
that the Servian government protest vigor- 
ously to the porte. 

At a massmeeting this afternoon to pro- 
test against the butchery speakers violently 


‘denounced the Turkish government. Sub- 


sequently 5,000 persons marched to the pal- 
ace, where they shouted their demand that 
war be declared against Turkey. 

The Servian cabinet discussed the situa- 
tion today, and a report was drawn up for 
presentation to King Peter, who returned to 
Belgrade yesterday from his summer holli- 
day. 


Porcelain Siege at Kotschana, 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 25.—The Otto- 
man government has received the prelimi- 
nary report formulated by the commission 
which inquired into the massacre of more 
than 140 Bulgarians on Aug. 2 at Kotechana, 
near Uskup, showing that the civil and mili- 
tary officials of the town failed in their duties 
and that the Turkish troops participated in 
the attacks on Buigarians. 

The government hae ordered that a state 
of siege be proclaimed at Kotschana and that 
guilty persons be court martialed without 
distinction, The Constantinople authorities 
have also dispatched $5,000 to Kotschana to 
be distributed among the sufferers.

BIG RACE LEADS 10 LEGISLATURE 


on the next legislature to act favorably on 
proposed constitutional amendments is under 
way. It became known yesterday that the 
Chicago Civic Federation, aided by the 
United Societies, is In the field demanding 
constitutional revision of the presecey laws of 
the state. 

Suffragist leaders saw in the new constitu- 
tlonal amendment campaign danger for their 
own plang to obtain votes for women in a 
constitutional change by way of the next 
legislature. 


Only Three Get on Ballot. 

Under the public policy act voters may pass 
only on three propositions at each election. 
Precedence is given to those filed first with 
the proper number of petition signers with 
the secretary of state. 

The Civic federation is out with three 
propositions, which, if they make the ballot 
positions, will be the fuil quota. The suf- 
fragists want their proposed suffrage amend- 
ment to get on the ballot, and also an 
amendment proposition to make easier the 
amending of the state constitution. 

Accordingly, both tax reform advocates and 
woman suffrage advocates are struggling to 
secure the necessary number of petitioners 
before their opponents to get place on the 

“Only One Amendment at a Time. 

Onty one of the proposed constitutional 
questions can be taken care of by the state 
assembly because of the constitutional pro- 
vision which makes it impossible for the 
legislatgre to recommend the amendment of 
more than one article of the constitution at 
a session. 

Battle lines will be drawn by the opposing 
forces today to make each amendment the 
“paramount constitutional issue” of the 
campaign. It was declared probable in the 
evening that the various legislative candi- 
dates will be asked to pledge themselves to 
work for the passage of one or the other of 
the amendment propositions. 

While the Civic federation started petition 
circulators last week and announced its in- 
tention to work for tax reform through the 
constitutional amendment channel without 
any apparent antagonism to the plea of the 
suffragets, many persons see hostility to 
equal suffrage in the United Societies’ sup- 
port of the revenue proposition. 


Women Have Bright Prospect. 

The United Societies always has been 
againet giving the ballot to the women of 
the state. With the Progressive party plat- 
form standing for equal suffrage and the 
women of the state better organized this year 
than ever before, the chances of the suffrage 
amendment winning at the fall election and 
getting favorable action at the hands of the 
legislature, are much brighter than ever be- 
fore 

Shrewd politicians see tn the stand of the 
United Societies a clever poNtical move which 
probably will injure the cause of suffrage 
more than a direct fight wpon the proposition 
would. Any promise of a cure for high taxes 
and decrease in the cost of living will be « 
mighty vote getter this fall, and the proposed 
revenue amendment will be campaigned for 
on those bases. 

Catharine Waugh McCulloch, who ts heaé- 
ing the woman’s Campaig? for petition sign~ 
ers for their two amendiments, could not be 
reached in the evening. A member of her 
family said the requisite number of names 
—approximately 100,000—required to get the 
constitutional amendment proposition on the 
baVot, had not yet been obtained. 


Vacations Halt Work. 

“* Many circulators of the suffrage petitions 
have been away on vacations,”’ it wae ex- 
Plained. “‘ But during the coming week they 
will out after signatures again.” 

Mrs. Minnie R. Bishop, one of the most 
ardent of the suffrage workers, returned to 
the city in the evening. She sald she didn’t 
know what plans would be made to try te 
boost the suffrage amendment against all 
others proposed. 

“I think the legislature will give our 
amendment precedence if the people etipport 
it,” she said. “I think the people of Ilincts 
are ready to support equal suffrage by the 
vote at next November's election. Then the 
legislature will De the next step.” 

Miss Belle Squire, who has taken no part 
in the campaign for petition signers, was 
abrupt in her comment upon the situation. 

“TI suppose we'll lose out again, as usual,” 
she eald. “I haven't had anything to do with 
the present campaign because I have felt 
that this circulating of petitions was a lot 
of hard work hardly worth while. I believe 
when thé people of the state are propériy 
educated we will get suffrage. I sincerely 
hope the legislature will recommend a con- 
stitutional amendment next winter." A 

The women's eecond proposition for thé 
littie ballot, providing for an easier method 
for amending the constitution, is of sec- 
ondary importance to them.

I don’t 
know that any such @ condition as this ever 
arose before or what a thorough canvassing 
of the legal situation might show. 

“Tt seems apparent, however, and un- 
doubtediy is true under old precedents that 
if the three questions to be submitted by the 
Civic federation properly arg petitioned for 
‘and the petitions filed first with the secretary 
of state, the suffrage question will be left 
off the ballot this fall. The law provides for 
enly three, and here we have five, including 
the two amendment proposals for which the 
women are seeking petition signers. 

“The purpose of limiting the number of 
questions of public policy on the ballot was 
to prevent avalanches of such issues at every 
élection. The only way for the supporters 
6f special questions to get their propositions 
on the ballot this fall seems to be to get out 
and hustlé for petition signers and get to 
Springfield first with their filing.”

SAYS WORLD END IS NEAR. 
Flag Over City Slums. Equally 
‘Stained as if Drooped in De- 
feat, Says Canadian. |

1 The Rev, Lyman Abbott end his associate 


editors on the Outlook were called a bunch 
of heretics by the Rev. Dr. Mark A. Matthews 
of Seattle, moderator of the Presbyterian 
church in the United States, who preached 
this morning to an audience of over 3,000 in 
the Winona auditorium at the International 
Bible conference. 

“ Perhaps some of you young ministers 
study the Outlook and think yourselves very 
wise.’’ he said. ‘If ever there was a publi- 
cation edited by a heretic the Outlook is that 
sheet. It is edited by a bunch of heretics. 
If you continue to read it you will have theo- 
logical meningitis, sociological neuritis, and 
politica! gastritis.” r 

This startling statement was made in the 
midst of a sermon-on the {fruits of the resur- 
rection of Christ, when he was picturing 
those who pretend to believe in the resurrec- 
tion, but who so explain it as to deprive it of 
any of its literal reality. 


Preachers Afraid of Shadows. 

“The publication is under the ban of the 
pure food law, because it never had a baked 
article in it nor an unadulterated one.” 

He charged preachers with cowardice in 
preaching under the plea of tolerance. 

** You preachers are afraid of your shad- 
ows,” he said. “ You talk beautifully about 
tolerance. You would grow faster if you 
would stretch your theological Hmbs. You 
have remained in the swaddling clothes of 
denominational propriety until you are about 
dead. There is no brotherhood except in 
Jesus Christ. The man who would go to a 
Unitarian church and unite in what they 
call a communion service ought to be re- 
called from a Protestant pulpit. The Jews 
are Unitarians, but they have never had the 
blasphemous temerity to call their organi- 
zations churches. They call them esyne- 
gozues. The Unitarians have no right to 
eall their organizations churches. 


No Divisions Between Christians. 

“You can talk about a Unitarian club as 
you @o an Elks club, but you cannot cai! 
it a chureh. Between the true followers of 
Jesus Christ there are no more divisiogs 
than between the companies in an army 
which have a commo! commander. 

‘‘A little peanut stands up and talke about 
the book of Jonah being an allegory. Open 
his sawdust head and put in it some brains. 
If you accept such teaching you are dying of 
top rot or of internal decay. 

‘‘ Ninety-two per cent of American homes 
are without family altars. No wonder we 
have anarcny, blasphemy of God and snarl- 
ing at the law in this country.”’ 


Believes in Cremation. 

Dr. Matthews said that he believed in cre- 
mation as the best mode of disposing of the 
bodies of the dead, and also affirmed his be- 
lief in a literal resurrection of thre human 
body after death. He also declared that we 
are living in the last days of the last period 
in the history of the world. 

“ Routine praying and the expressing of 
pious regrets that war is inevitable is not 
enough for the churches to do if they would 
discharge their duties tn bringing about 
good will among the nations,’ said James 
A. McDonald, editor of the Toronto Glohe, 
who made the afternoon address. ‘“ The 
churches must unite to impress the world 
that war never settled any questions of jus- 
tice, but only the question of the strongest 
nation. 

‘* War demoralizes nations. I recently saw 
twenty-seven miles of English battle ships 
and was filied with humiliaticn and shame 
that there could be such a sight after the 
lapse of nineteen hundred years since the 
coming of the Prince of Peace. 

‘‘The churches ought to take the stand of 
David Llioyd-George, who more than any 
other man is the hope of the democracy of 
tomorrow, that the flag is as ‘truly stained. if 
it floats over city slums and over an ill fed 
and ill clad penple as if it drooped in defeat 
on the field of battle.’’ 


$10,000,000 for Retired Ministers, 
The immediate raising of $10,000,000 for re- 
tired ministers of the Presbyterian denom- 
ination, in addition to the fund of $2,500,000 
now in possession, and the appropriation of 
$500,000 for a loan for needy Presbyterian 
churches, were decided on by the executive 
commission of the Presbyterian church at 
a meeting Neld here. Dr. W. H. Roberts 
of Philaceliphia, stated clerk of the Presby- 
terian church and secretary of the commis- 
sion, said that the consideration of the loan 
fund was committed to the commission by 
the last Presbyterian assembly, and that 
their action taken yesterday: was in the form 
of a request to the board of church erection 
that the half million be apprepriated from 
the legacy of $2,000,000 left by. the will of 
John 8S. Kennedy. 

The ministerial relief and sustentation 
boards are to be united and are to have 
charge of the raising of the $10,000,000 for 
the aged ministers. This will provide, Dr. 
Roberts said, $300 annu™ ly for every retired 
minister and for every widow in the event 
‘of a minieter’s ceath.

DISCOVERS CURE FOR CANCER? 
SELENIOVANADIUM ITS NAME. 


Boston Déctor Brings Back Preparation 
by German Scientists, Containing 
Copper, Tin, Platinum, Cobalt, Silver. 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 25.—[Special.]—From 
the medical centers of Europe Dr. Francis D. 
Donoghue has breught back a small quan- 
tity of a preparation called se leniovana- 
dium, which has been successfully tried by 
German scientists for the cure of cancer and 
yith which he’ will experiment in and about 
Boston. Dr. Donoghue says of the prepara- 
tion: 

“The most that German students of can- 
cer claim for it is that at present it is mere- 
ty of theoretical interest, emitting a ray of 
hope for the discovery of an efficacious treat- 
ment of malignant growths. 

“ However, in the short time that it has 
been in experimental use, lag®ely on animals, 
cures, or seeming cures, have been reported. 
A discussion of seleniovanadium before lead- 
img scientists of Germany at Bertin early in 
August describes the preparation as consist- 
ing of a composition of copper, tin, platinum, 
cobalt, and silver. 

“The action of the compound is quick, and 
within twenty-four hours after injection 
there is a noticeable hémorrhage of the 
growth, which gradually becomes a flaccid 
sack with hard knots within. With a second 
injection the knote-gradually disappear and 
the wall of the growth becomes a thin, trans- 
parent membrane, which gradually shrivels 
until it becomes a rigid cord.” 
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CHICAGO POSTOFFICE CLERKS 
GET AN INCREASE IN SALARY. 


Many Receive Advances of $100 a 
Year—Employes Throughout the 
Country Are Benefited. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 25.—[Special.]— 
A large number of the employés in the Chi- 


year henceforth will receive a salary of 
$1,200 annually. Many other employés will 
benefit proportionally, as the result of an 
allowance for increases carried by the post- 
office appropriation bill approved by the 
pregident yesterday. The selections for the 
promotions, or increases in salary, will be 
based on the efficiency records of the clerks, 
with a view to encouraging improvement in 
the work. 

The promotions throughout the country 
wilt number 7,000, and will total nearly $1, 
000,000. Clerks and carriers in first and sec- 
ond class posmofficée and assistant post- 
masters will be included.

Gives Out Statement Saying That Per- 
sonal Controversy Impairs a Judge’s 
Usefulness. 


Seattle, Wash., Aug. 25.—Judge Cornelius 
Hanford, who resigned from the federal 
bench a month ago during the hearing of 
impeachment charges by a subcommittee 
of the house judiciary committee, today dis- 
tributed among his friends a printed pam- 
phiet entitled “ Statement of My Case.”

The priest put the blame for much of labor 
dissatisfaction and distrust en “ ignorant agi- 
tators who smoke expensive cigars, eat the 
finest foods, and travel in all the luxury de- 
signed to relieve the tedium of a journey and 
all at the expense of the workingman. 

*“* Education of the labor classes would soon 
put an end to the labor agitator,” he de- 
clared, “and education would soon dispose 
of a system that seeks to place all men on 
the same level. As well ordain that all men 
shall be six feet in héight and not one five 
feet; that all men shall be equally learned 
and that none shall dig our sewers, build our 

‘railways, but all live the life of ease with 
dignity."’

His brother told Miss 
Brooks that he hoped she would help him 
to collect evidence to prove that he was 
given morphine by a divekeefier. who wished 
to rob him and that he died as a result. 

Gertrude Davis, the girl who was reported 
to have died as a result of treatment she 
received in one of the resorts Miss Brooks 
has been fighting, is now said to be alive.

the other proposals would not be effective 
until Jan. i. It provides for the direct initia- 
tive on petition of 10 per cent of the state’s 
voters on amendments to the constitution, 
and the indirect initiative upon legislative 
questions. Should 8 pez cent of the electors 
petition the secretary of state for a law, 
the eecretary of state must refer the petition 
to the general assembly. 


Equal Suffrage Proposal. 
The woman’s suffrage proposal - would 
eliminate the word “‘ male ” from the present 
constitution and give votes to women. Suf- 


fragiste are making a state wide campaign | 


for the passage of this amendment. 

Labor leaders obtained the passage by the 
convention of a proposed amendment pro- 
viding for the welfare of employés and for 
the enactment of a minimum wage. 

Under the proposed home rule for cities 
proposal municipalities could adopt any one 
of the three following forms of government: 

1. They might, upon the vote of the elect- 
ors, elect fifteen citizens to frame a charter, 
which would then have to be submitted to 
the voters for approval. 

2 They might adopt, by a mafority vote, 
a form of government provided by the legis- 
lature. 

8. They might decide to be governed as at 
present, by a municipal code framed by the 
legislature. 

Removal of Officials. 

The removal of all public officials, includ- 
ing the judiciary, upon complaint and hear- 
ing, is provided for in an amendment, which 
was passed by the convention after the re- 
call, as in effect in the western states, had 
been defeated. : 

Another proposal which is causing much 
campaigning throughout the state, is the one 
providing for a Hquor license. The proposal 
provides for limiting the number of saloons, 
one to every 500 population. In the larger 
cities, it would decrease the number of sa- 
loons from two-thirds to one-half. 

Other proposals which willl be voted upon, 
provide: 

Reform in civil jury system—provides for a 
verdict in a civil case, upon a vote of three- 
fourths of the jury. 

Abolition of capital punishment—Provides 
for life weugvisonment at hard labor as pun- 
ishment for first degree murder, instead of 
electrocUwemn. 

Conservation—Provides for the conserva- 
tion of forestry, -water power, and for state 


regulation of the mining, weighing, and |. 


marketing of all minerals. 

Antl-injunction—Provides against injunc- 
tions in labor disputes except to protect 
Physical property.
